HOUSE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS YESTERDAY 


Benetors Talk ‘Forcibly on the Financial 
fituition—Have Croker and Cochran 
tplit?—Gossip of the Capital. 


Washington, August 2.—(Special.)—Judge 
Crisp is right now the busiest man in the 
world. Congressmen arrived today in 
droves, and, of course, each and every one 
immediately on his arrival calls upon the 
m2n who is t0 be speaker. From 9 o’clock 
in the morning until midnight Judge Crisp’s 
room has be@n crowded each day. For the 
first time since Sunday he went out to- 
day. but only for an hour's drive, baving 
to excuse himself from a crowd to do so. 

When asked tonight had he decided upon 
any of the important chairmanships he 
declined to talk further than to say, that 
he had done nothing definite. He prefers 
to wait until he has seen and talked with 
all the members. 

“Any statement,” said he, “that might 
have been made about chairmanships is 
without authority.” 

Of courge, the Washington papers are 
printing columns of gossip about the com- 
mittees- Some of them say Springer will 
gain be chairman of ways and means, 
while others declare Wilson, of West Vir- 
ginia, will be the man. Again it is claim- 
el by some that Holman will again be 
the chairman of appropriations, while oth- 
ers hold Sayres, of Texas, will be chair- 
man. And some claim Bourke Cockran 
will get the coinage committee chairman- 
ship, while others. speak positively that 
Bland wiil resume his old place. 

The most talked of slate for these im- 
portant committees is Wilson for ways 
and means, Sayres for appropriations, and 
Bland fer coinage. The advocates. of 
this slate are urging Springer for foreign 
affairs, which they hold will be a commit- 
tee of much importance in this house, and 
for which Mr. Springer is peculiarly adapt- 
ed. They also hold that should Mr. Bland 
go at the head of the coinage eommittee 
and Mr. Cockran or Mr. Sperry as ehair- 
man of banking and currency, both ele- 
ments of the party wonld be equally re- 
cognized in the financial branch of the 
house, and every one would be satisfied. 
However, everythiag is speculative now, 
this, is: merely fhe ‘gossip among leading 
members. | 

Political Gossip from New York: 
The Washington news has a long story 


from New York this afternoon that Con- 


gressman Bourke Cockran and the Tam 
many leaders have split, ‘and that Mr. 
Cockran is te withdraw from the Tam- 
many organization. The story goes on 
to say that Mr. Cockran will be Mr. 
Cleveland’s representative on the floor of 
the house, and will be the leader of a new 
democratic Organization in New York being 
organized to effect the overthrow of Tam- 
many. dust how much truth there is in 
the story is not known here. It is, perhaps, 
trne that Mr. Croker and Mr. Cockran are 
not the intimate friends they once were. 
Mr. Cockran is said to bave been Very 
much disappointed that he was not elected 
senator in plaee of Mr. Murphy. He and 
Senator Hill are also said to have split, 
hud it is known that the orator and Mr. 
Cleveland have become very warm friends 
of late, but it is hardly probable that Mr. 
Cockran intends to kick entirely out of 
the traces in which he has won so much 
fame and through the influences of which 
he has had a law practice from which he 
has aceumulated a large fortune. 

The democratic leaders have been very 
much annoyed over the failure of Judge 
Holman, chairman of the democratic ecau- 
tts committer, to issue a all for caucus 
Saturday night. Mr, Robertson, of Louis- 
lua. the seeretary has been wiring all 
ever the country for two days to get au- 
thority from Judge Holman to issue the 
call, but has failed to find him. Tonigh 
Mr. Alderson, of West Virginia, the vie 
chairman was wired and he has issued the 
call for Saturday evening at 8 o'clock. 
Thus on Saturday evening Judge Crisp 
will be chosen speaker unanimously. Mr, 
Kerr will be re-elected clerk, and Mr. Dal- 
ton postmaster. There will be no opposi- 
tion, but heated contests will occur over 
the election for sergeantat-arms and door- 
keeper. Just now it is impossible to pre- 
dict With any degree of certainty the win- 
Ming candidate in either contest. The 
Patronage under each is very large,

Other Matters Before the Senate. 

It is probable that thé democratic mem- 
bers of the senate may caucus about the 
middle of the week, to consider the distri- 
bution of patronage. No call for that pur- 
pose has been issued. There may bea delay 
in thisowingto the fact that the courtesy 
which exists among senators will require 
them to wait the action of the republicans 
in determining what men shall be kept 
as the representatives of the minority. 

Among the first t@azs to come before 
the senate will be the question of admis- 
sions of senators, the case of Mr, Lee 
Mantle, appointed senator from Montana, 
to succeed Mr. Sanders, being now before 
the senate and ready to be called up at any 
time in accordance with the motion of Mr. 
Hoar at the close of the last session. This 
is a question of the highest privilege and 
may take up the time of the senate for 
quite a while. 

Cutting Down Fair Expenses. 

The treasury department is taking meas- 
ures to curtail the expenses of the national 
commission and the board of lady managers 
at the world’s fair. It is stated that both 
of these bodies have been and are now in 
session wnnecessarily, thus involving large 
running expenses. Both bodies have execn- 
tive committees authorized to transact any 
business demanding urgeney, and it is, 
therefore, coutended that it is not neces- 
sary for both or either of them to remain 
in session at this time. 

Secretary Carlisle's attention has been 
called to the large expenses thus incurred, 
and recommendations have been made to 
him looking to the curtailing of the ex- 
penses of both these bodies. 

Arrivala from Georgina, 

Colonel Tom Cabaniss and Mr. Carter 
Tate arrived from Georgia today, making 
five of the Georgia congressmen already 
here. The others are expected tomorrow. 


Neither of the senators has arrived, though 
Senator Colquitt is expected tomorrow aud 
Senator Gordon is booked for arrival on 
Saturday. Both Messrs. Cabaniss and 
Tate are outspoken for free coinage in ae- 
cordance with the demands of the Chicta- 
go platform. Both favor the repeal of the 
Sherman law, but are advocates of subst:- 
tute legislation upon lines mapped out 1n 
the platform going with repeal. 

Major Black arrived tonight and is at the 
Hotei Normandie.

Senator Teller Talks on Finance—Other Mat- 
ters Before the Senate. 


Washington, August 2.—One hundred and 
forty-nine ounces of silver were offere) for 
sale to the treasury department today at 
prices ranging from .71 to .7100 per ounce, 
all of which was declined and .7000 tea- 
dered. At 4 o'clock this evening the acting 
director of the mint had received no reply 
to his counter offers, but he stated that he 
believed that price would be accepted by 
the holders for total offerings of 149,010 
ounces. ‘The hoklers are in the west and 
he would probably not hear from = them 
before tomorrow. 

senator Teller on Hand. 


There were tonight not more than forty 
members of the lower house in the city 
and less than a score of senators. Among 
the latter Senator ‘eller is the most re 
cent arrival, but he comes fresh from the 
west ready to take up the fight for silver. 
He sees no menace to the country in the 
existence of the Sherman law, although 
he admits that it was not what Ire wanted 
when it was passed. He is emphatic in 
his opinion that it cannot be repealed, at 
least without some substitute and says that 
some months will elapse before the law 13 
wiped from the books. Speaking of the 
subject generally, Mr. Teller says that 
the people of this country are not afrai| of 
the currency and it is not that fear that 
has. caused the present condition. That 
they have full confidence in the currency 
is evidenced, he thinks, by the fact that they 
are hoarding it away. Were they afraid 
of the currency, as is argued by the op- 
ponents of silver, Mr. ‘Teller says, the 
people wouk] show their timidity by getting 
rid of it and_making investments in some- 
thing else. But thie is not what they are 
doing. Mr. Teller lays the whole trouble 
at the doors of the bankers, who, he says, 
for the purpose of forcing an issue of bonds 
and creating sentiment favorable to the re 
peal of the Sherman act, worked up a gen- 
eral scare and sought to establish a gen- 
eral feeling of distrust.

RESOLUTIONS WHICH WERE ADOPTED 


Against the Repeal of the Sherman 


Act Unless Free Coinage Comes. 


MR. PIERGE’S ATTACK ON CLEVELAND. 


Says He Does Not Represent the Demo- 
cratic Party on the Financial Ques- 
tions-The Speeches Made. 


Chicago, August 2.—When the bimetal- 
lists convention met this morning, the com- 
mittee on resolutions was not ready to 
report, and speeches were in order to fill 
up the waiting time. Ex-Senator Hill, of 
Colorado, was the first speaker; next came 
Representative Francis Newlands, of Ne- 
vada; United States Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, and S. C. Thomas, of Colorado. 
After they had concluded, the convention 
took a recess until 2 o'clock. At that hour, 
the committee on resolutions presented a 
long preamble and resolutions, which were 
adopted with but slight amendment. The 
preamble asserts that the law of 1873, 
which demounetized silver, was organized 
by one Ernest Seyd, a London banker, 
who came to the United States as the 
emissary of the moneyed classes of Eurupe 
for that purpose. 

The following resolutiong declare: 

1. Lhat there must be wo compromise of 
this question. Ail legislation deimonetzing 
sliver and restricting the coinage thereof must 
be immediately and completely repealed by an 
act restoring the colmage of the country to the 
conditions established by the soununess of 
the nation, and which continued for over eighty 
years without complaint trot any part o1 our 
people. Kvery hear’s deiay in undoing tbe 
corrupt work of Ernest Seyd is ai 
jusult to the Gignity of the American 
people, is a crushiug burden on their pros- 
perity and an attempt to place’ us again 
under the yoke from which George Wast.ns- 
fon and his companions rescued us. We pro- 
test against the Dnancial policy of the t united 
States being made upon the opinion or policies 
vf auy foreign governments and assert the 
power of this nation to stand on its own feet 
and legislate for itself upon all subjects. 

=. We assert that the only remedy for pure 
metallic financial troubles is to open the mints 
of the bation lo goid und siiver On equal terms 
at the vid ratio of 16 of sijver to 1 of gold. 
The Sherman act was the device of the enemy 
to prevent the restoration of free coinage, 
and we protest against its repeal except by an 
act restoring free bimetallic coimage. 

Section 4 asserts that the calamities 
which now afflict the American people are 
not due to the Sherman act of LSYO, and 
that mutters would be still worse but for 
that act. It insists on the full execution 
of that law in the matter of the purchase 
of silver and the issue of circulation 
medium. 

The tifth resolution calls attention to the 
fact that national bank and legal tender 
money of whatever kind has not fallen jn 
value a particle, and suggests for the con- 


, evacen an of .gur. fellew citizens thatthe 


refusal of the opponents of bimefallism to 
propose any substitute for the present law 
or to elaborate any plan for the future in- 
dicates an ignorance of our financial 
needs or an unwillingness to take the pub- 
lie into ‘their confidence. 

We denounce the attempt to uncondition- 
ally repeal the Sherman law as.an attempt 
to secure gold monometallism in flagrant vi- 
Olation off the last platform of al] the 
political parties. 

The report was read by Ignatius Don- 
nelly. 

A resolution, not embraced in the plat- 
form, was also adopted providing for the 
selection of a committee to act in conjunc- 
tion with the American National Business 
League jointly to devise a plan to provide 
ways and means for impressing wpon con- 
gress and the people the impending perils 
from the final demonetization of silver 
and the adoption of a single standard. 
The foliowing gentlemen were presented 
by the various state delegations 4s the 
committee on ways and means:

Ex-Congressman R. A. Pierce, of Ten- 
nessee, the lieutenant of Chairman Bland, 
in. the last congress, was received with 
enthusiasm, and proceeded to make ayspeech 
which was the sensation of the day in 
its arraignment of Dresident Cleveland. 

“IT am here as a democrat,” said he. 
“Democracy had no part in the demonetizu- 
tion of silver. Democracy does not believe 
in it. (Appleuse.) 

“T say here, without fear of contradiction, 
because 1 speak from the record, that the 
democratic representatives from the south 
and west, constituting the overwhelming 
majority of the democrats upon the floor 
of congress, have, every time that free 
silver has been presented, cast their votes 
in the interest of the people overwhelming- 
lv for the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. (Applause.) It is right that I 
should say thit, which is the truth. The 
truth never hurts anybody.” 

A voice—“What will Cleveland do?” (Ap- 
plause.) 

“Cleveland does not represent the demo- 
cratic party,” quickly retorted the ex- 
congressman, and then the convention 
broke loose. Men jumped to their feet 
and cheered, while a hundred volces yelled, 
‘That's it: he represents Wall street.” 

“T say today, as a democrat,” resumed 
Mr. Pierce. “that Grover Cleveland is a 
man who claims today to represent the 
democratic party, but does not represent 
it, but misrepresents its position upon this 
question. (Applanse.) Do yon know why 
Cleveland was nominated?” 

A yvyoiee—‘Seven hundred thousand dol- 
lars.” (Laughter. 

“Our people throughout the south thought 
Grover Cleveland was the man to protect 
them against the force bill. 

“We also betleved that he was an honest 
man and would not attempt to go against 
the interest of the will of his party upon 
any question. The leaders were mistaken 
in Grover Cleveland’s action today, as 
is shown.” (Applause.) 

Asking About Crisp. 

During all this time the populists who 
have never forgiven Mr, Pierce for ad- 
hering to the democratic party last fall 
had been restless and interruptions were 
frequent. A Georgia friend of ex-Con- 
gressman Tom Watson yelled: 

“How does Crisp stand?’ (Applause.) 

“Charles F. Crisp,”’ answered Mr. Pierce, 
“has stood for twelve long years by the 
people on every vote in congress in sup- 
port of the free coinage of silver, and I 
cannot believe that he will play the Judas 
and betray the men who made bim speak- 
er, and the people whom he representa. 
and who sent him to congress.” (Applause 
followed by hisses from the pepulists.) 

“Flow about Carlisle?” yelled a delegate.

RAISING OF THE BLOCKADE 


Announced in the House of Commons--A 
Warm Discussion. 

London, August 2.—Sir Edward Grey, parlia- 
mentary secretary of the foreign office, an- 
nounced in the house of commons this after- 
noon that the French biockade of Bangkok 
had veen raised today.

His Firm Was Carrying Lard ‘for 
Cudahy, Who Failed. 


YESTERDAY. 


A RISE IN PRICES 


There Wes Largs Buying, andthe Armours 
Were the Leading Purchasers— Y es- 
terday’s Business. 


Chicago, August 2.—Prices boomed to- 
day on the board of trade in the face of 
three fresh failures. Excitement for a 
time was at feter heat. One collapse 
was that of the most prominent grain car- 
rier in Chicago, if not in the entire coun- 
try—C. I, Eggleston & Co. Two other 
firms suspended, George W. Parker & Co., 
and Thomas Gregg. The new failures, 
however, including that of Eggleston, grew 
out of the collapse in pork and lard cor- 
ners yesterday. When these were out of 
the way and other houses passed the clear- 
ing house there began good feeling in all 
markets. 

Wheat took the lead with a bound of 
11-2 cents in September price to 624-4 
cents with the close at 621-4 cents. For- 
eign markets closed 1 1-4 cents higher after 
selling nearly 2 cents over last night. 
Oats gained 1 cent. In provisions the 
packers were covering their short sales and 
quotations rose $1.10 for pork, 50 cents 
for lard, and 821-2 cents for ribs. It 
was a wild market at the opening, and 
sales the first few minutes covered a range 
of 13-4 cents for September, prices vary- 
ing widely in different parts of crowds, 
though all sales were at least 11-4 cents 
above yesterday’s final figures. The an- 
nouncement of the failure of Parker & 
Co., and Gregg was almost unnoticed, so 
far as any effect on prices was concerned, 
being regarded as the logical sequel of 
yesterday’s downfall of the provision 
clique. 

Eggiestor.’s Failure. 

There was a decidedly different aspect 
to affairs when the trades of Egg:eston 
were publicly ordered closed, as they are 
known to be earrying a large quantity of 
cash wheat, Their suspension created 
a panicky feeling for a few minutes dur- 
ing which the price dropped to 583-4 
eents. At this point it was discovered 
that there was more wheat to be sold out 
for the suspended firm. P. D. Armour & 
Co., it was said, assumed their holdings 
of spot wheat. That left no trade to be 
closed for them except the wheat they 
Jned.40\d. short against, the cash stuff. 
That being the case the market quickly 
recovered to 61 cents, and for sometime 
it fluctuated between 60 cents and 503-4 
cents in a nervous way. When it became 
apparent that no more failures were im- 
minent, the boom commenced in earnest. 

With export clearances aggregating 
1,000,000 busfiels, and gold being imported 
in large amounts, the timidity of traders 
rapidly disappeared. N. E, Ream led the 
purchasers. Commission houses began to 
get buying orders from outside as the ses- 
sion advanced and inthe final haff hour 
the demand was fast and furious. 

C. E. Eggleston or ‘Sandy.” as he is al- 
most universally known, was one of the 
leading figures in the Kershaw failure 
that resulted from the collapse of the 
Harper corner six years ago. On that 
occasion he lost $364,000 m cash trying 
to save a $25,000 special partnership in 
the D. Kershaw concern. He had some 
money left, however, a wife worth $1,- 
500.000 and $250,000. 3eing the best 
posted man in the trade in the intricacies 
of the grain and provision carrying busi- 
ness and having the confidence of the 
banks, he went into that line of business 
on a very extensive scale and ts supposed 
to have made back nearly all he lost 
through Kershaw and Harper. FEegicston 
himself refuses to make any statement of 
his affairs for publication, but it is gener- 
ally believed by those in touch with him 
that he has put about $500,000 back into 
the game and that Eggleston & Co., may 
be in the gap for $500,000, spread out ail 
over the floor. How much of that is pro- 
tected by margins cannot be ascertained to 
a certainty for several days. 

D. Eggleston & Co., acted as a clearing 
nouse for a dozen or more active hustling 
brokers who did not have the means to 
swing their trades. The failure sets them 
high and dry.and may emDParrass them con- 
siderably. Parker & Co., had nearly $500,- 
OOO in cash in the business, and the house 
was regarded as one of the soundest of 
the board of trade. 

Parker's Explanation. 

“IT do not know how I stand,” said 
George Parker, “I only know I got caught 
in the gap for more money than I could 
raise and I had to lie down. 1 considere 
myself as sound as the bank of England 
yesterday—today I am broke. 1 had a big 
line of provisions on my books and my 
principals were unable to respond to mar- 
gin calls. That left me to stand the racket 
alone, and 1 was not strong enough for 
i 


‘“‘Were your principals Cudahy, Fairbank 
or Wright?’ 

“All of them. Thomas Gregg is a 
Scotchman and well thought of, but has 
never had any great trade. He was long 
of pork at high figures.” 

The liabilities of the Cudahy-Fairbank- 
Wright combination, as represented, closed 
out trades on change today and made $1,-

tors. The Cudahy Packing Company, it 
seeins, 18 not involved in the failures of 
John Cudahy, and it is given out as one 
of the trade’s half secrets that he sacrificed 
his interests in the concern, and also in 
the Cudahy Packing Company of Milwau- 
kee to raise money to carry on his specula- 
tion, his brothers buying him out.

MR. RICHARDS, THE SUPERINTENDENT, 


Will Be Present, with the President of 
the Water Board—The Meeting 
Yesterday. 


The blame for the fire at the telephone 
buifding last week will be settled this af- 
hoon, R 

At 5 o'clock the board of fire masters 
will meet and before the meeting is over 
it is more than probable that Hon. George 
Hillyer, prestdent of the board, and Mr. 
Richards, superintendent of the water- 
works, will be heard from. 

When the board of fire masters met the 
day after the fire a committee Was = ap- 
pointed to investigate the ciuse of the 
want of water at the fire and the commit- 
tee was instructed to make its report to 
the regular mecting of the board, whieh 
took place yesterday morning. 

During the interim Mr..Northen, chaiy- 
man of the committee. called at the water- 
works office to see Mr. Richards, the super- 
intendent of the system, but Mr. Richards 
was.out. Mr. Northen then left a mes- 
sage with Mr, Terry, the secretary of the 
water board for Mr. Richards, the purport 
of which was that the committee would 
hike to have a conference with Mr. Rich- 
ards about the fire at the telephone bnild- 
ing, and that he would Jike for Mr. Rich- 
ards to name a day when it would suit 
him to meet the committee. A day or 
two later Mr. Northen received a verbal 
message from Mr, Richards, and that 
message was one full of independence as 
far as the board of fire masfers was con- 
cerned. Mr. Richards simply disclaimed 
any knowledge of the existence of any 
such body when an inquiry into his conduct 
of the affairs of the waterworks was 
concerned. 

Mr. Northen made a memorandum of 
the message as it came from Secretary 
Terry, and was not wholly pleased with 
it. He then wrote President Hillyer, of 
the water board, and fn the letter embod- 
ied the message Mr. Richards had left for 
him. Mr. Northen’s letter read: 

Atianta, Ga., August 2—Hon. George Hill- 
yer, Chairman of the Board of Water Com- 
missioner, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 1 was ap- 
pointed chairman of the special committee of 
the board of fire masters to inquire into the 
cause of the lack of water at the fire in the 
telephone building last week. 

I caidled at the office of. Superintendent 
Richards yesterday morning to inquire of 
him when it would be convenient for the 
committee to call on him at his office to ask 
hima few questions. Lreceived this reply (a 
message which Mr. Richards had left tur me 
with the secretary of the board): 

“IT am in no way responsible to the city 
counell and they have no conirel over me, 
and if the geutiemen of your Committee want 
to know anything about the matter they cau 
come and hear my uext report to the water 
board.” 

I desire to Know if this statement 
superintendent voices the sentiment of your 
board. I think section No. 57 of the city 
code, gives the city council at all times a 
fight to inspect the waterworks system, and 
requires Your co-operation. Lour prompt [e- 
ply will oblige, Yours respectfuliy, 
CHARLES S. NORIHEN, Chairman, 

To his letter Mr. Northen asked for an 
early reply, and during the session of the 
board of fire masters yesterday morning 
that reply came. 

When the fire board convened the full 
membership was present except the mayor 
and it Was then that Mr. Northen made 
his report. He related what had trans- 
pired and told of the message he had left 
at the waterworks oflice, and of the answer 
he had received. He then drew from his 
pocket the letter he had written the pres- 
ident and President Hillyer’s reply. The 
reply of Mr. Hillyer was: 

Atlanta, Ga., August 2.—Hon. Charles S. 
Northen, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Mr. Richards 
was out at the pumping station when your 
letter of yesterday was received, aud I had 
no opportunity. of seeiug him until too late 
for reply the same day. 

He says he remarked that he would not be 
investigated by a @mmittee of any other 
board than that to which he was acecountab:e, 
but he says be further stated that he would 
be glad to give information to any of the 
gentlemen of your committee, as individuals, 
and to have them present at the meeting of 
the board of water commissioners when he 
would make his report. He says he made nu 
allusion whatever to the city counci. The 
ubove agrees with what I have myself heard 
from Mr. Richards at other times. 

The meeting of the board of water commis- 
sioners occurs on today at 11 o'clock. Your 
committee is hereby invited to be present.

When Mr. Northen read President Hill- 
yer’s answer to the meinbers of the board, 
Mr. Shropshire presented a resolution ad- 
journing the board until Thursday after- 
noon, and requesting both President Hill- 
yer and Mr. Richards to be present. 

After the meeting was over Mr. Northen, 
chairman of the committee of investigation, 
wrote the following letter to President Hili- 
yer and with the letter went a copy of 
the resolutions adopted: 

Atlanta, Ga., August 2.—Hon. George Hill- 
yer, Chairman Board of Water Supply-—-Dear 
Sir: Yours of the 2d to hand, which was 
read before the board of fire masters during 
their meeting. A motion was made 
think will coyer the case of which you will 
receive notice.

While the board of fire masters were in 
session the water board was hearing the 
monthly reports of its officers. The most 
interesting of these renorts was the one 
submitted by Mr. Richards in which, 
among other things he said: 

There has been a good deal of talk and some 
expenditure of printer’s ink concerning the 
management of the waterworks during tne 
unfortunate burning of the telephone ex- 
change. Of course this is nsual, and we of 
the waterworks expect it. Now, there is (no 
one among friends of the fire department 
who is more willing to award them praise 
than myself. I have been there. I served 
seven years In my early days. and my name 
appears as a charter member on two com. 
panies’ rolls. I also know that the success of 
a fire department depends more on the water 
department than anything else. It has been 
demonstrated in some of the largest cities thar 
notwithstanding the excellence of their fire 
department, there must be an ample supply of 
water to prevent disastrous resuits. Our city 
has been very fortunate in this respect and 
ranks well among the insnrance comnanies. 

Doubtless the underwriters will give some 
of the credit to the record of the water de- 
partment. The instances have been rare in 
which the fire department gets to the hydrants 
before the pressure ts there to meet them. I 
T was not in the city when the fire broke ont. 
Judge Hillver. Mr. Clavton and mvself having 
gone out to the Chattahoochee station. econ- 
sequentiv knew but little of the extent of the 
fire until it was under control, it being some 
time after @ark befere we returned. One nn- 
fortunate feature which T learned, is that the 
only steamer available at the time. after get- 
ting up steam. failed to take snetion from the 
hydrant. Just how this occurred is hard fo 
determine. if the mitmns of this fire engine 
were in order: for if the water would rise to

| the nozzle of the hydrant. even though there 


was no pressure, the engine shonld have taken 
suction. Upon failure of this steamer to get 
suction from this hydrant. it seems that It 
wonld have heen well to have moved to the 
hydrant at the base of the artesian tower.

Os, I have read Mr. Richard’s card,” 
said Chief Joyner yesterday afternoon, in 
reply to a question, “and, while I desire 
ho controversy, 1 want to say just a word. 
I have at no time criticised Mr. Richards, 
my only desire in this matter being to 
ascertain where the blame for the lack of 
Water uf the telephone fire belongs—if it 
belongs anywhere. But Mr. Richards, 1 
hotice, seems to insinuate that the steam- 
er Was not in goed -condition, or that it 
Was hot properly handled. Now, that ma- 
chine is in the hands of Nick Cannon, one 
of the best engineers in Atlanta. When 
the water failed to come, Cannon reported 
to me that the engine was sucking more 
air than water. The engine is new, and 
the pumps are in excellent condition; so, 
wheu we failed to get water as we should, 
we naturally inferred that the mains were 
not full of water. While we knew there 
Was ho pressure, we did think that the 
miains would be full. Seeing that it was 
not working all right, I had Caunon cut 
out one of his streams and try it with 
one. Then I was about to send the en- 
gine to the Grady monument cistern when 
Initters seemed to jmprove and the water 
began to come. 

“As I said, I don’t want a controversy. 
However, I am so confident that that en- 
gine is all right that I will make this 
proposition. I'l] turn it over to Mr. Lamar 
Collier, or any other good man, and let 
him test it, or let Mr. Cannon run it under 
his direction. If jt does not work all right 
and does not prove itself as good as any 
engine ever brought south, I'll] turn over 
$100 to Dr. Turner for his charitable as- 
sociation; if it does prove* all right, I'll 
only ask Mr. Richards to turn over $25 
to Dr. Turner.

Judge Speer So Declares Macon’s Or. 
dinance Against Western Beef. 


THE ARBIRATORS HAVE FINISHED. 


SpeculatiogAbout Their Report, Which 
It Is Bebved Will Favor the Water 
Compsy—Other News of Macon.

Macon, @., August 2.—(Special.j— 
Judge Spee has rendered a decision whieh 
declares tht certain ordinances of the 
city of Maon iv reference to the govern- 
ment of th market house are unconstiin- 
tional, nul and void, they being in con- 
flict withPhe interstate commerce law. 
The city @ Macon forbids butchers selling 
western mats at their shops and stores 
during ceriin hours and during these hours 
they cansell only at the market. The 
Georgia peking house and others who are 
dealers imwestern meats and tepresenta- 
tives of wstern houses brought their pe 
tition in th United States court asking that 
Judge Sper declare the ordinance uncon- 
stitutional This the has done in his de- 
cision renered this morning. Judge Speer’s 
decision § quite lengthy. The following 
extracts jre taken from it: 

‘Lhe a of the ordinance is: “All per- 
sons not Pnting a stall at the market for the 
sale of mat, and who shall sell any kind of 
meat onjhe streets of the city of Macon at 
any timeduring the day or night, shall pay 
a licensetax of $500 per annum, such license 
to be pal in advance. Provided this section 
shall no apply to farmers bringing into the 
city forthe purpose of sale, the flesh of any 
auimal faised by themselves after market 
hours,” And the tax ordinance of 1895, as 
fo.lows;**Be it ordained by the mayor and 
councilif the city of Macon, and it is hereby 
ordaine by authority of the same, that the 
followig licenses and special taxes shall be 
levied od collected in the city of Macon for 
the yet 1893: Butchers and others who have 
no stalin the market and who shall sell from 
shop o Wagon, other than non-residents sell- 
ing uvats of their own raising, and no Il- 
ceuse shall issue for less than $500."" It 1s 
true, Re tax ordinance excepts from its verbal 
operaton *‘non-resideuts selling meats of their 
own aising,’’ but since it is evident that 
only prsons who can avail themselves of this 
priviige are non-residents who live in the 
imme@iate vicinty of Macon, it effectually ex- 
ciude meat producers from all the other 
state). 

It Dllows, therefore, that the wholesale tax 
for the busness of meat selling within the 
city pf Macon is voiu, the evidence showing 
that'this business depends entirely upon the 
gale Df western meats, there being no pretense 
of posing 4a tax on home-made meats sold 


in balk. 

Fa the foregoing reasons the defendants 
mus be enjoined from collecting these taxes. 
Because their regulations are also unconstitu- 
tioval as imposing an unlawful restrictiou 
upon commerce between the states they must 
be restrained from enforcing or endeavoring to 
enforce the penalties provided in the ordinances 
for selling or offering for sale their meats at 
their regular places of business, or elsewhere 
in the city of Macon, otherwise than at the 
market house, and from selling their meats 
at any time during market hours, as prohib- 
fred in said ordinances and from collecting or 
attempting to collect from complainants the 
license fee fixed by such_ordinances for the 
sale of meats elsewhere than in the market 
house; and must be further enjoined from 
preventing the complainants who have rented 
stalls at the market house, from selling at 
the market house as much of their meats as 
thev may have the opportunity to sell to any 
and all persons who may there desire to buy. 
That in so far as the said market ordinances 
are intended to support these restrictions they 
are unconstitutional aad void. 


The Arbitraters Have Agreed. 


The arbitrators on tbe value of the 
waterworks of the Macon Gaslight and 
Water Company finished their labors te- 
night about 10 o'clock, after five days’ 
service, and the visiting experts will leave 
for their homes in the morning. 

They have sealed up their report and 
handed it to the mayor, and it will not 
be opened and read until the meeting of 
the city council.

The Gold Supply. 

It has been suddegly discovered by an 
able South Carolina editor, who de- 
pends on the prédigious statistics that 
Mr. Edward Atkinson is able to. pro- 
duce at a moment's notice, that the sup- 
ply of gold-in the world is an amply 
sufficient basis for the world’s credit; 
in other words, that there is enough gold 
!on which to base an ample supply of 
currency to carry on the world’s busi- 
ness, this currency to be redeemable 
in gold to the last farthing. This is in- 
deed, a wonderful discovery, and the 
fact that it is endorsed and dwelt on by 
a Georgia newspaper that has not here- 
tofore been troubled with any serious 
views on finance, leads us to look into 
the matter a little. 

In treating of stich questions as this, 
facts are very important, and they be- 
come doubly important when they are 
brought to bear on a subject that con- 
cerns tthe most vital interests of the 
people. ‘The amount of gold in the 
world is one thing; the amount of gold 
in the world that is available as a cur- 
rency basis—that has been coined and is 
theoretically in circulation—is another 
and quite a different thing. 

The first question to consider is, what 
relations do the people of the United 
States bear to the world’s supply of 
gold? This is not a question to be left 
in doubt. It is known, for instance, 
that there is not more than $100,000.- 
0UU in gold in the United States treasury 
—if so much. In March last the nation- 
al banks owned $175,000,000 in gold. 
This has been reduced until the total is 
not more than $150,000,000. Something 
more than three years ago the director 
of the mint ¢then Edward O. Leech) 
instituted an inquiry into the condition 
of state and private banks, and it was 
found that they held less than $35,000,- 
000 in gold. The probability is that 
they do not hold so much now. It is 
Known that there is in circulation on the 
Pacific coast among the people about 
$10,000,000 in gold. We are thus 
brought face to face with the fact that 
the amount of gold in sight in this coun- 
try is about $320,000,000. 

There is a dark theory, or legend, or 
tradition—sometimes told in whispers in 
the treasury department, that there are 
at least $400,000,000 in gold “in circula- 
tion’’ besides that in the treasury or the 
banks. Nobody has ever seen it. No- 
body knows where it is. But everybody 
knows that it is not in circulation, and, 
therefore, it may be said to exist only 
in the minds of those who have nothing 
else to do but believe init. This would 
be about $30 to each family. and this 
amount could not be in circulation un- 
less the business public and the people 
knew it. It is only on the Pacific coast 
that gold is in circulation, and it has 
never been really in circulation east of 
the Rocky mountains since the war. 

Let us say, therefore, that there is 
now available in this country for money 
purposes $320,000,000. If there is this 
much—and we are allowing a wide mar- 
gin—every dollar is in the banking {in- 
stitutions and in the treasury. Let us 
see what relations gold bears to our cur- 
rency—the relations the United States 
bear to gold. The figures are:

‘These tigures very clearly show the 
insignificant part that gold plays in our 
currency system. but they also show 
the tremendois part that the single gold 
standard will play when this volume of 
currency is made redeemable in gold 
only. Into the gulf created by ‘the 
destruction of silver as the money of 
final payment the people will be com- 
pelled to pour their property, the profits 
of their iabor, and their prosperity. 

Our gold supply can be increased, of 
course, but at what a cost to the people! 
The country is asked not only to sur- 
render its prosperity to the money 
sharks and financial cormorants (as the 
people of Europe have been compelled 
to do) but to saddle themselves with an 
immense gold debt in order ‘that the 
scheme of spoliation may be carried out. 
They are to be asked to give their con- 
sent to an issue of bonds in order to in- 
crease our supply of available gold, 
which ¢an be e¢arried out again when- 
ever SBore chooses to make a demand 
on the treasury. 

Hedging. 

Some of ‘the anti-democratic platform 

organs, Which have kindly undertaken 
to appoint the committees of the house 
for Speaker Crisp, announced a week 
or two ago that Mr. Bland would posi- 
tively be displaced as chairman of the 
committee on coinage, and that some 
one whose views accorded with Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s would be put in his 
place.

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Concerning State Banks. 

When the democrats incorporated in 
their platform a plank recommending 
the repeal of the prohibitory 10 per 
ceut tax on state bank issues, the re- 
publicuns at once announced themselves 
as the defenders of 'the national banking 
system. 

Yet, it is plain enough ‘to republicans, 
as well as democrats, that the national 
banking system is gradually dying with 
the redemption of our’ bonds. In a 
few years it will be a thing of the past. 
The question of providing a substitute 
has been under discussion for years. 
The favorite republican ideas are to is- 
sue more bonis or issue greenbacks. 
Against this programme the democrats 
advocate state banks. In their cam- 
paign textbook of Kast year, prepared 
under the authority of the national com- 
mittee, we find the following paragraphs 
In the chapter on currency: 

The proposal is merely to draw up certain 
general regulations and then to repeal the 
10 per cent tax on the notes of these state 
banks that comply with the regulations. The 
party has not yet recommended the estab- 
lishment of a single state bank. It proposes 
to open the way for each state to decide the 
matter for itself. © © * 

It only remains to state what is claimed 
for the system that would exist if the law 
was repealed, and what its workings would 
be. 

In the first place, we would have a finan- 
cial arrangement in harmony with the spirit 
of American Institutiens—a paramount fed- 
eral system, and a local system of Issue. 
This is the divergence that characterizes and 
gives strength to our fabric. The country is 
too extensive. the conditions and the demands 
of the different sections too varied, to make 
it Pessibie for the central government to eup- 
ply a satisfactory currency for operations 
not connected with its own affairs. * * * 

This leads us to say, tR She second place, 
that there would resuit a better distribution 
of the currency—a more even distribution of 
banking fucilities. The tendency for money 
to flow toward the great Money centers, the 
tendency -toward centralization, Would be 
counteracted. * * *® 

Fivally, this repeal of the tax would open 
the way for the establishment of ua currency 
fiexible and responsive. When trade was 
active and the crops had to be moved, the 
issue of state banks would supplement the 
national currency. These issues would be of 
gieat advautage to the inierior localities, 
where the need for them exists. Being the 
creatures’ of commerce, they would obey the 
natural law of supply aud demand, when 
an increased circulation Was needed to move 
the crops, 

These extracts from the democratic 
campaign textbook should convince the 
doubtful and wavering that the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax on siate banks is 
just as much a part of the democratic 
policy as tariff reform or the remoneti- 
zation of silver. 

The points presented in the campaign 
book, with the sanction of the national 
committee, are strong, terse and not 
easily answered. We commend them 
to both the friends and opponents of 
state banks. 


Mississippi's Brave Governor. 

Our readers have not forgotten the 
tussle between Governor Stone, of Miss- 
issippi, and the white caps a few months 
ago. It will be recollected that when 
a2 mob attempted to rescue the white 
caps on trial, Governor Stone went to 
the scene and made the outlaws under- 
stand that he was determined to put 
them down at any cost. 

The-governor is standing by his pledge. 
The other day, when two white cap pris- 
oners had to be conveyed twenty-five 
miles through forests and swamps ‘to 
jail, it was rumored that their friends 
would attack the posse and release 
them. It was a dangerous ride for the 
sheriff and his men, but Governor Stone 
joined the party and rode with the 
posse until the county jail was reached. 

The ride was ‘through the very héart 
of the lawless section, and doubtless 
many white caps were ambushed by the 
roadside. 3ut they did not fire a shot. 
When ‘they saw their governor riding 
with the sheriff they came to the con- 
clusion that ‘there was no use in oppos- 
ing such a man, and quietly sneaked off 
in the bushes.

A Lesson from Europe. 

The New York World prints what 
purports ito be a translation of the 
pope’s forthcoming encyclical letter to 
the rulers of Christendom. It is to be 
presumed that The World’s presentment 
of the document is more in the nature 
of a free synopsis ‘than a translation, 
but when all allowances are made the 
fact remains that the head of the Catho- 
lic church. makes more manifest than 
ever the fact that he is a great demo- 
cratic statesman, solicitous for both the 
spiritual and material welfare of the 
poor and the needy. 

The pope calls ithe attention of the 
rulers of Christendom to the mighty 
iInovements which are under way among 
the ill-treated and down-trodden masses 
of Europe, and warns them that unless 
these movements are met with the rem- 
edies that Christian statesmanship can 
alone apply, a startling revolution must 
be the resul. 

The encyclical, rightly understood, 
bears directly on the developments that 
the producers and workingmen of this 
country have been the victims of during 
the last twenty years. It bears direect- 
ly on the efforts of those who are now 
clamoring for the introduction of the 
Huropean system of finance, in order 
that the people of this country shall be 
made subject to the same unhappy con- 
ditions that have driven the masses of 
Zurope to look to socialistic anarchy as 
a remedy for their troubles. 

In Europe, the Shylocks, the money 
lenders, the bondholders and the eapi- 
talistie combinations have absolute con- 
trol: of the finances. The welfare of 
the people is not for a moment consid- 
ered. The condition of the struggling 
nrasses attracts little or no attention 
except from such far-seeing statesmen 
as Sope Teo. They are all in the 
grip of Shylock, and the only renydy 
they can conceive of is that which lies 
in revolution and bloodshed. It is but 
a short step from the misery of the 
masses of Europe to anarchy. 

In this misery of the masses and in 
these movements in the direction of 
anarchy are to be found the fruits of a 
financial system which has been adopted 
to carry out the schemes of the bond- 
holding syndicates a%1 banking combi- 
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erable. And yet 
the United States are asked to accept 
und adopt as their own the financial 
system that is the chief cause of the 
misery and degradation of the European 
masses. Their congress is to be be- 
sieged with the agents of the money 
power, and the democratic party is to 
be asked to endorse this scheme of spo- 
liation, the destruction of property and 
the contraction of all values that go 
hand in hand with the European single 
gold standard. 

In every European country except 
France, where silver is not redeemable 
in gold, but is regarded along with gold 
as ‘the money of final payment, the mass- 
es are In a state of poverty and distress. 
As many of the toiling millions as can 
escupe to these shores are fleeing from 
the hard conditions that surround them 
as from a pestilence. In the face of 
these facts, a tremendous crusade is on 
foot, S<ied by untold millions of mon- 
ey, to compel a democratic congress to 
surrends= the interests of the American 
people to the same syndicate of Shylocks 
that has despoiled and degraded the toil- 
ing masses of Europe. 

A little while ago—especially during 
the campaign that resulted in the elec- 
tion of Cleveland—the eastern Shylocks 
were moderate in their demands. They 
were not in favor of the single gold 
standard. By no means. All they de- 
sired was an international agreement, 
whereby silver. could be kept at par 
with gold thronghout the world of com- 
merce. But now they have thrown off 
all disguise. The situation has com- 
pelled them to show their hands. It 
is no longer international bimetallism 
théy desire. They are for the single 
gold standard, and, under cover of the 
repeal of the Sherman law, they hope 
to rally to their aid men who are 
pledged to support the interests of the 
people. 

The exposure has come none too soon. 
Men who, a few months ago, were ad- 
voeating in Georgia the unlimited coinage 
of silver. are now declaring that they 
are and have been in favor of the gold 
monomeftallism urged by the national 
bank syndicate and the eastern Shylocks 
and money lenders of the east. A tre- 
mendous pressure is brought to bear 
everywhere. But all this clamor ought 
not to confuse or dismay those who in- 
tend to stand for the rights and inter- 
ests of the people and the prosperity 
of the country. It ought rather to con- 
firm their high purpose and give them 
a truer comprehension of the vast in- 
terests at stake. 

Those who are opposing the schemes 
of the Shylocks and money lenders need 
not fear that the people will waver. 
Never before was there such unity 
among them on any question: never be- 
fore have they stood so firmly together. 
This will be made plain in a little while; 
but fortunate the public man who real- 
izes it now, and who solemnly renews 
his pledge to resist to the ntmost every 
effort to place Americans on a level 
with the despoiled and degraded masses 
of Europe. 


A correspondent wants to know what the 
effect would be if the provisions of the 
Sherman law were renlly carried out. We 
are unable to say. The test has never been 
made.

The Nancy Hanks will be taken off in a 
jew days, according to reports from 8Sa- 
‘annan. It will be a sad blow to the Cen- 
tral’s pride, for this is the fastest and hand- 
Lwmest unvestibuled train in the south. 
{he Nancy Hanks makes a mile a minute. 
‘She is far ahead of any train ever run 
regularly in these parts and is really the 

t long distance train, with one excep- 
tion, in the United States. 

On the New York Central the Empire Ex- 

runs a mile a minute and often a mile 

a half a minute. The Empire Express 
has made almost two miles a minute, but 
the regular schedule is about a mile in six- 
ty seconds for 400 miles. 

Of course, the reason for taking the 
‘Nancy Hanks off is because it does not 
pay to run her. She is a popular train her- 
gelf and carries crowds, but she has para- 
jyzed the business of the other _ trains. 
‘Every day the Nancy goes out of the union 
depot with well filled coaches, but she car- 
ries the travel that would otherwise go by 
the night or morning train. She must have 
made soma new business, but not enough 
to make up for what she has taken from the 
other two trains. The Nancy is a fad of 
Mr. Watley. He believed in showing 
some enterprise and he put the road bed 
in good shape and arranged the equipment 
for the two blue trains a day over the road 
from Atlanta to Savannah. The distance 
is 194 miles and the schedule from Atlanta 
to Savannah was put at six hours and forty 
minutes and there were over a dozen stops 
to be made—one at Macon taking fifteen 

‘minutes. 

Mr. Wiadley started the Nancy the latter 
part of last year. At first there was some 
uncertainty as to the condition of the road 
bed, but half a year’s running has demon- 
strated that the physical condition of the 
road is hizh enough for the fast train. 
No train ever made a reputation more 
quickly than did the Nancy Hanks. Her 
name was taken from the fast race horse 
of that name, the horse having been named 
for the mother of Abraham Lincoln, who 
was Miss Nancy Hanks. From one end 
of the country the fame of the Central's 
beautiful blue flyer spread to the other. 
It was a great ad®ertisement for the Cen- 
tral and Atlanta. It helped the road in 
getting freight traffic so the officials in 
that department said. Poems in prose 
and verse were written about the Nancy 
Hanks. Everybody who traveled the Cen- 
tral wanted to ride on the Nancy. At- 
lanta was proud of the train because she was 
Only once has 
she had an accident and that was not seri- 
Passing a ewitch she left the rails 
and, although running sixty miles an hour 
down grade, the engine did not turn over 
aud no bones were broken. 

People would come out along the line 
from here to Sayannah to see a blue flash 
and then go h@®me saying that they had 
seen the train when all they had seen was a 
flash and a cloud of dust.

If the train paid it would be 
continued, of course, but the management 
can save money by taking the Naney off 
and returning to the old schedule of two 
trains a day between Atlanta and Savan- 
nah, one leaving here at night and the 
other in the morning. With the Nancy the 
Central has three passenger trains a day 
from end to end and there will be but two. 
The date of the withdrawal of the Nanty 
has not been announced, but it is coming 
soon, for the decision has been reached. 

In the effort to remove Mr. Comer as 
receiver a great deal was said about the 
fast train.

“Greensferry road and Holderness street 
must be worked. gents. I want you to 
listen to me,” and Chairman Pro Tem. 
Nelms had @ determined look on his face. 
“Work has got to be commenced on those 
two roads as soon as the East Point road 
is finished.” 

All the commissioners except Commis- 
sioner Thompson, who was engaged in ar- 
tistically smoking a cigarette, nodded in 
unison.

“It shan’t be workel.” roared Chairman 
Pro Tem.

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Gudemath Didn't Attempt Suicide, 
but Escaped. 


A PRISONER WITHOUT ANY CLOTHES | 


Sent to Jsil Wrapped in a Blanket—A 
Child Kidnaped—Other Police 
News and Gorsip. 


Henry Gudemuth did not attempt suicide 
yesterday as reported, but he evaded the 
guards and escaped from the city stockade 
late yesterday afternoon. 

Gudemuth went to the stockade yester- 
day afternoon. He was fined before the 
recorder for raising a disturbance at his 
home and went to the Works rather than 
pay the fine imposed. He was charged 
with shooting’ at a mirror at his home and 
threatening his wife. Mrs, Gudemuth made 
the charge to the officers, but she appeared 
at police headquarters afterwards to plead 
for her lord. 

Gudemuth was sent out yesterday morn- 
ing and as he is a gentlemanly looking fel- 
low he was not put at work with the 
hardened prisoners. He was put to carry- 
ing water for the gang. In some way the 
report got out that he had tried to kill 
himself by tying a handkerchief about hie 
neck and drawing it as tight as he couid. 
People who knew Gudemuth’s sensitive na- 
ture gave the story full credence and said 
they were not surprised that he should at- 
tempt suicide since affairs had taken the 
turn they had. 

But this rumor proved to be a mistake and 
last night when his friends inquired about 
his condition they were told that he had 
departed without leaving any address be- 
hind him. While out after a bucket of 
water he was seized with a desire for his 
liberty and walked off. 

Kidnaped Her Child. 

Viola Phillips, a respectable and intelli- 
gent looking mulatto woman called at po- 
lice headquarters yesterday in a state of 
great excitement and reported to the de- 
tectives that her babe had been kidnaped. 

The child is not yet two years old and 1s 
almost white. She and her husband sep- 
arated several months ago and he has 
been working in Augusta. He has tried to 
persuade her to allow him the custody of 
the child, which she refused to do. He 
has offered every possible inducement, but 
seeing that she would not yield, told her 
that he would get it anyway. 

Yesterday she went away from home for 
about an hour, leaving the child alone. 
When she returned it was missing and there 
was no sign by which she could trace the 
kidnaper. She at once suspected her 
husband and hurried to police headquarters 
to secure the assistance of the detectives 
in looking for the child. The chief promised 
every assistance in his power. 

Carried to Rome. 

George Clements, the young white man 
who was arrested by Patrolman Alder- 
man on a request from the sheriff of Rome, 
was carried back to Rome by Deputy Sher-

After remaining In jail a 
short while the matter was.compremised by 
Clements returning to Mr. Lochrane the 
waten and the diamond Pde.

was released. 

But the grand jury took up the matter and 
found a true bill against Clements.

Day before yesterday, Chief Connolly 
received a communication from Plainfield, 
asking him to keep a close watchout for 
the Atlanta boy, as it was thought almost 
certain that he would come here. Chief 
Connolly has had two detectives looking 
for him since receiving the message from 
the Jersey town. ‘ 

The young: man is E. W. Morgan, about 
twenty-two years old. He is well known 
in this city, and, before he went north, 
moved in the circles of good society. He 
always dressed well, talked well, was the 


‘son of an honored father, and was given 


entree to the homes of some of Atlanta’s 
best people. His father is Mr. William 
Morgan, who was formerly in the insurance 
business in Atlanta. He has but recently 
removed his family from the city. Mr. 
Morgan was once connected with one of 
the Atlanta papers. His reputation was 
spotiess, and he was noted fop his business 
integrity. 

Several months ago, young Morgan went 
east, and drifted to Plainfield, N. J. He 
liked the country, and decided to locate 
there. He had little trouble in finding a 
lucrative situation, and he wrote home to 
his parentg that he had decided to remain 
in the east and had secured a position 
which paid him a fair salary. 

The position in which young Morgan 
first began work was clerk at the Hotel 
Albion, one of the largest hostelries of 
the city. His knowledge of men and af- 
fairs, with his polite address, at once made 
him a favorite of his employer. He noticed 
that the young southerner was a favorite 
with the guests, and was proud of his find. 

Morgan gave eminent satisfaction to the, 
proprietor of the Aibion. He was atten- 
tive, polite and always ready to see to the 
comfort of the guests. In the city, Morgan 
made many friends, and moved in u eir- 
cle quite as high upin the. social seale as 
that he’ vacated in this city. 

Last Sunday morning Morgan was mis- 
sing from the hotel. He disappeared very 
suddenly, after completing his duties and 
being relieved. For an hour or two after 
he left, nothing was thought about his 
departure, but an examination of the con- 
tents of the safe amazed the propricéxr 
of the hotel and all his employes who 
knew anything about the previous correct 
life and habits of the young Aftlantian. 

The safe had been rifled of everything 
of value that it contained, and in such 


shape were the contents that the owner | 


of the hotel was unable to estimate his 
loss correctly, although it was very large. 
One hundred dollars and upwards in cash 
was gone, notes of a negotiable character, 
amounting in value to about $200, were 
missing, and other papers of considerable 
value with them. 

It was these last papers whose value 
the hotel proprietor. Mr. Andrews, was 
unable to estimate. They were very ra!u- 
able to him, and he was sadly put out 
over their loss. 

The New York police were at once tele- 
graphed to, as it was thought very likely 
that Morgan had gone there. The full 
paritculars were given to Byrnes’s men, 
and two of them were set aside to look 
for the southern boy.

Crop advices, according to the 
government weekly report. show a decided improve- 
ment in Alabama and the Atlantic states. Mississippi 
and Louisiana appear to have lost ground, while Ar- 
kansas has waintained its position. Texas at the time 
of the issue of the report had not received the rainfall 
of the last two days, and the report read very badly 
regarding the situation there, but undoubtedly the re- 
cent rafins have relieved the droughts in that state. 
During the afternoon a portion of the early advance 
was lost, but the market closes very steady at from 6@ 
7 points advance from last evening’s closing prices. 
This improvement can be directly traced to the im- 
proved condition of affairs in the financial world and 
the gradual restoration of confidence which seems to 
be founded upon a belief that congress will repeal the 
silver bill without delay. Further rains are reported 
throughout Texas, but, as before stated, the prominent 
feature in the market today has been the improvement 
in financial circles; and, though speculation is limited, 
local traders have generally rallied to the assistance 
of the market, and the absence of any distressed cot- 
ton has been marked.

e The Executive Committee Met Yesterday 
~~ afternoon in Called Session—The 


Committee on Arrangements, 


The committee appointed by President 


Williams, of the Pioneer Citizens’ Society, 


to meet in regard to the celebration of At- 
jJanta’s semi-centennial anniversary was in 
session yesterday afternoon in the office of 
Colonel W. L. Calhoun. 

And the result of the meeting will be 
that Atlanta will make a red letter day of 
the semi-centennial anniversary and the 
first fifty years in the history of the great 
city will be marked by an occasion of cele- 
bration which will long be remembered. 

But it is not to be supposed for an In- 
stant that the pioneers expect to go ahead 
and get up this celebration alone and un- 
gided; not by any means, for they do not 
want to shut off the aid that will be ex- 
tended to them from all sides by the patri- 
otic citizens of the capital city. In fact, 
it will take everybody, rich and poor, large 
and emall, to make the day such a one as 
it ought to, and doubtiess will be. 

Besides the usual frills of fireworks, pa- 
rades and possibly an old-time barbecue, 
there will be speaking, music, the reading 
of a special poem on the occasion and many 
other things of interest. It is very like- 
ly that there will be a number of floats 
arranged which will show Atlanta when it 


was known as Marthasville, taking up a 


particular scene and faithfully representing 


- this scene in {ts various stages of progress. 


In this way it will give to the younger men 
an idea of the spirit of progress that has 
always abounded in Atlanta and will make 
them appreciate the hardships their fore- 
fathers had to overcome in order to make 
Atlanta known the world over. 

At the committee meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon the following members were pres- 
ent: Mr. Anthony Murphy, Captain J. 
©. Hendricks, Oolonel W. L. Calhoun, 
Mr. J. C. Peck, Colonel B. F. Abbott, 
Secretary J. S. Peterson, Dr. J. F. Alex- 
ander, President J. E. Williams, Dr. A. 
S. Talley and Mr. Frank T. Ryan. This 
was ten out of the fifteen named to act on 
the committee, the other members of the 
committee being Colonel R. F. Maddox, 
Mr. C. W. Hunnicutt, Mr. W. A. Ful- 
ler, Colonel George Adair and& Colonel W. 
H. Hulsey. The committee was called to 
order by the venerable, but vigorous, pres- 
ident, J. EB. Williams. 

“I move,” said Colonel Calhoun, “that 
since we have only a few more years to 
live at the longest, it is the sense of this 
committee that we do have the semi-centen- 
nial celebration.” 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Anthony 
Murphy and was passed unanimously. From 
then on the members were as enthusiastic 
as school boys and whenever a member 
had anything to say about things that would 
teud to advance the idea of a celebration 
he was listened to with earnestness which 


was interesting to see. 


The next motion was to the effect that 
a committee of five be appointed from the 
main committee to compose a committee 
of arrangements, the committee of fifteen 
constituting an executive committee. — 

The motion provided that Mr. Anthony 

v eRairmanof the sub-com- 
mittee. Judge houn made the motion 
and it was seconded by Colonel Abbott. 

Mr. Murphy wanted to withdraw as chair- 
man of the committee, but the members re- 
fused to allow him that privilege. The 
question was then called and the motion 
was adopted unanimously.. 

“I think that we should make it a cele- 
bration out of the ordinary,” said Colonel 
Abbott when called on to make a few re 
marke, “a celébration that will attract at- 
tention. We should make it a big display; 
have speeches, music, read @ poem, have 
a parade and—” 

“And a barbecue,” put in Mr. Anthony 
Murphy. 

Secretary Peterson thought that there 
should be a committee appointed to meet 
the city council, another appointed to meet 
the Commercial Club and still another to 
call on the Chamber of Commerce. He 
also stated that there were a number of 
ladies, daughters of pioneers who wanted 
to lend a helping hand in the celebration. 
He thought that these ladies as an auxii- 
iary society for the time being might prove 
a valuable adjunct. 

“Well,” said one member, ‘‘we have got 
plenty of time ahead of us and bright pros- 
pects. The financial situations@gill be set- 
tled and befg@e the celebration comes off 
we will know whether we are to have a gold 
standard or a gold and silver standard.” 

On motion the committee then adjourned 
subject to. the call of the chairman, Pres- 
ident Williams.

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Lula Brown's Mother Could Not Go to 
the Burfal of Her Daughter. 


SHE COULD NOT HIRE A CARRIAGE. 


Buried in a Pauper’s Grave with Nota 
Person Except Paid Employes to 
Witness the Last Scenes. 


A simple ending to the mortal career of 
unhappy Lula Brown was the guiet little 
burial in the paupers’ lot at Westview 
yesterday afternoon, just as the sun was 
growing din in the western skies. 

Not a person who had loved the dead 
girl while living stod with the hired under- 
taker’s men who Jaid hemto rest and wept 
for the tragic and untimely ending of ber 
life. The mother and little sister, who 
were the ouly persons in the world that 
felt a spark of jove for the dead creature, 
sat in the undertaker’s ottice weeping bit- 
terly while the wretched suicide was being 
hidden away in her grave. ‘They could not 

0 to see the sad performance because 
they hadn’t the money to hire a carriage, 
not even to ride out on the street car. 

lew of the tragedies of life are sadder 
than this one was. The old mother, dressed 
in a simple calico frock, accompanied by 
her remaining daughter, reached the city 
yesterday morning at the same hour her 
daughter arrived the morning before. She 
came on the same train. She walked down 
to Patterson’s undertaking establishment, 
and, shedding tears as she spoke, she told 
Mr. Patterson that she was the mother of 
the dead girl. 

She was led back to the rear room, where 
the coffin in which her daughter’s body lay 
sat upon two supports. The scene was a 
very quiet one. ‘The silence was only 
broken by the sobbing of the mother. The 
coffin lid was raised, and there was the 
calm, rigid, white features of the troubed 
woman who was at peace at last. All day 
long the mother and her living daughter 
kept the coffin company. Now and then 
they would glance up at it and burst out 
weeping afresh. 

Late in the afternoon, Mr. Patterson 
kindly informed the old mother that the 
time for the burial had arrived, and he 
opened the coffin for the last time. It was 
closed and borne from the room by Mr. 
Patterson’s assistants. Two men mount- 
ed the hearse and drove it away, the 
mother gazing sadly after, a mist in hey 
eyes. 

Not a person followed the hearse to the 
open grave. The drive was quickly made, 
and when the men reached the place they 
quickly lifted the simple coffin from the 
Wagon and deposited it in the grave. Not 
a word of sorrow was spoken, not a sigh 
or a sign of grief. The men did their work 
mechanically, only now and then referring 
to the dead girl. Undertakers’ men see 
so much of death and grief that, no matter 
how Yender hearted they may be, they 
cannot be sad for every unfortunate one. 
The burial was accomplished as hastily as 
possible, and the hearse returned to the 
city. With a few dextrous B&trokes with 
a spake, the workmen gave the heap of clay 
shape, and they turned away, and the 
last page in Lula Brown’s history had 
been written. 

The motive for her suicide is a deeper 
mystery than ever. Her mother was un- 
able to throw any light on it. She said 
they were very poor, and Lula had been 
working out as a domestic for some time. 
She lost her place recently, and found it 
hard to secure another. This caused ber 


to grow very despondent, and, probably,- 


led to her tragic end. Her mother had not 
seen her in several] weeks. This is the only 
motive that can be conjectured.

NOONE A THE BHR THE CROP BOLT 


It Is Out on Time, as Usual, and Is 
Quite Interesting, 


DIRECTOR MORRILL DESERVES CREDIT 


The Condition of the Crops in All Parts 
of the |State Accurately Told, 
Hog Cholera. 


The weather crop bulletin sent out by Di- 
rector Park Morrill shows a decided improve 
ment in all the crops. The drought is over 
in many parts of the state and both cotton 
and corn are jmproving. The melon crop 
has been helped also. 

In southwest Georgia there has been 
some complaint in regard to the prevalence 
of hog cholera, but it is not thought to be 
serious. The fears in regard to damage 
from caterpillars in this section have been 
dissipated. 

Weather Crop Bulletin No. 18. 

While no general rainstorm has put in 
an appearance as yet, still the showers of 
the 2Sth and 31st brought great relief to 
nearly every point in the northwest section 
and have saved crops from further immedi- 
ate injury. With the exception of cotton, 
all upkand crops have already been perma- 
nently injured to a large extent. - Cotton 
is putting on fruit abundantly, but the 
plant is very small. Less complaint is made 
of its shedding than in any previous week. 
Threshing is nearly aver and wheat is found 
to turn out less satisfactorily than oats 
did. Peaches are doing very badly and 
continue to drop from the trees. The 
drought of the past month has raised havoc 
with the gardens, numbers of which are 
completely burned up. 

The drought which hag been running for 
five weeks or more in some districts of the 
northern section has come to a close, and 
during the past two or three days the farm- 
ers have been rejoiced by the coming of 
rain which has greatly improved all crops. 
Cotton has stood the dry weather better 
than was anticipated and better than any 
of the other staple crops. It is still small 
but well filled with forms, and blooming on 
many plantations. Ut is now thought that 
the crop will be nearly an average = one. 
Corn has suffered considerably on the up- 
lands from the dry heat, but on the bottoms 
it is looking well and a good crop may be 
expected if rains continue this week. Gar- 
den truck is suffering for rain. The gen- 
eral condition of the pea and potato crop is 
good. The fruit crop is better than wae 


expected. Peaches seem to be doing well 
on high ground, but on low land they are 
wormy and not in a very promising state. 
The melon crop is improving. They are 
small owing to the dry weather. 

From the mortheastern counties come 
favorable reports relative to the condition 
of crops. Although there has - generally 
been a slight ileficiency in rainfall, aecompa- 
nied by hot! weather, crops have not suf- 
fered; in fact, a decided improvement is 
noticed in most localities. Cotton is in 
average condition. Although small and 
late, the bolls are very full and the entire 
plant jooks fine. Upland corn. is about 
made. In some districts it has fired slight- 
ly. Potatoes are doing nicely, but a little 
more rain would cause a more rapid growth. 
Farmers are taking advantage of the fa- 
vorable weather and are sowing their turnip 
seed. Oane looks well. 

Western Counties—Over a _ considerable 
portion of these the improvement in cotton 
is something wonderful. It has even been 
stated in some places that the cotton plant 
is now growing too rapidly, as the rapid 
growth is beginning to make the plant sappy 
and in consequence some fruit being 
thrown off. Rain is the cause of the vast 
improvement in cotton jn this section of 
the state. Only in two counties, Coweta 
and Campbell, where the rainfall has been 
little, has cotton been reported to be still 
in an wumpromising condition. All other 
crops, the same as cotton, have improved 
greatly during the past week. Fodder is 
nearly ready to pull. Potatoes, peas and 
peanuts are now all in good ghape. 
Fruit is generally rather poor. 

Showers have fallen irregularly in cen- 
tral Georgia, some localities receiving an 
excess of rainfall while from others a short- 
age is still reported. Cotton, in most cases, 
has grown rapidly and continues to gain 
In average condition... Some complaints are 
made of its having shed badly from the 
long continued hot and dry weather, pre- 
vious to the recent showers. It has also 
rusted somewhat on gray lands. Melon 
shipments are about finished and recent 
returns are said to be unsatisfactory. The 
outlook for fruit grows worge, as it contin- 
ues to fall from the trees. The general 
prospect for corn is that at least a full 
average crop will be made, although some 
injury has been done by the heat and 
dgought on high land. Fodder pulling is 
jWt beginning. Hogs are in good condi- 
tion and farmers are raising a large num- 
ber. The outlook for hog and hominy is 
good. Peas and sweet potatoes are prom- 
ising well. Cane also is in excellent con- 
dition. 

Im the eastern section rainfall has been 
rather unequally distributed, but on the 
whole crops have not suffered for moisture. 
The temperature has been high, which has 
caused an improvement in the cotton plant. 
This staple has about all been laid by and 
is in fair condition except in a few locali- 
ties where some reporters complain of shed- 
ding and rust. Corn is about all made, 
and it is feared wil] be a short crop. Fod- 
der pulling is already in progress in many 
districts, while in many others it will not 
begin until next week. Peaches are about 
a failure, being either wormy or rotten. 
Sugar cane, rice and potatoes are growing 
rapidly. 

In southwest Georgia fodder pulling is 
the order of the day. On most farms about 
all has been gathered and saved. Dry 
weather and high temperature for the past 
two weeks has injured cotton and all crops 
considerably, but a good rain fell over most 
of the section a few days ago and will, 
in all probability, repair the damage done 
to the crops by the drought. At a few 
scattered points where no rain has fallen 
in two or three weeks crops, especially 
eotton, are suffering greatly. A good crop 
of corn has already been made. The fruit 
generally is in poor condition. In many 
localities the birds are eating the peaches 
that did not rot. A few complaints have 
been made of the prevalence of hoy cholera, 
some farmers having lost their entire 
droves. Tears that have been entertained of 
damage by caterpillars have bern dissi- 
pated. : 

Again, in southern Georgia, as in many 
other sections, there has been a_ great 
improvement in cotton during the past week 
This improvement, though, is not so gen- 
eral as could be wished, as rain has been 
very unevenly distributed. While cotton 
may be thriving in one portion of a conn- 
ty, in another portion of the same county 
it may be at a standstill, suffering for the 
want of rain or from having too much 
rain. Farmers are still busy pulling their 
fodder, and in some localities this crop is 
rather poor. owing to hot weather and the 
lack of moisture. 
garden products are generally in very 
condition. 

The past week has been very warm with 
frequent showers in the sontheast section. 
Conditions have heén favorable for growing 
erops. excent a little too dry for potatoes. 
Fodder pulling is in progress; and a large 
amount is being saved. Late corn has 
not done as well as the earlier plantings. 
Peas are growing nicely. linment of

THE STATE REPORT. 


Commissioner Nesbitt 
Crops. 

In his monthly report, just issued, Commis- 
sioner Nesbitt says: 

“A general review of the condition of the 
crops of the state is difficult, for the reason 
that only limited areas have been subjected 
to the same amount of sanshine and rain. In 
many cases in the same county in certain sec- 
tions the seasons have been propitious, while 
in others all crops have been parched for 
lack of proper moisture. In southern Georgia 
the area where the weather has favored the 
growth of vegetation is larger in extent than 
Where the crops have sufered four want of 
rain, While in middie and north Georgia the 
damage area is much greater in extent. 

“The ability of the cotton plant to with- 
stand drought enables it to present a far more 
healthy uppearance than the corn crop in 
those sections where there has not been a 
sufficient rainfall. As stated this area is 
larger in middle and north Georgia, where 
growth was retarded by the coid weather 
prevailing in the spring and owing to which 
imperfect stands were sceured. Upon the 
Whole the plant in these sections is unusually 
Small subjecting it to the liability of future 
damage by early frost. Only in exceptional 
cases has the went of a proper stand been to 
and extent compensated for by vigurous plang 
growth. In southern: Georgin the out.ook Is 
more favorable, though here we have reports 
of localities suffering from drough ami other 
localities where injury hus resuited from too 
much rain. 

“The last days of July brought showers to 
nearly every point in north Georgia of great 
benetit to all vegetation and tuvigorating to 
the cotton plant. Compared with the report 
for Juiy the condition of the crop shows in 
the average for the state only a slight change, 
this ‘a decrease of a little over 1 per cent. Com- 
pared to last year the condition for the entire 
State is about the same, while the sections 
vary widely. 

“Comparative figures as to the corn crop are 
not encouraging, whereas, last month the de- 
partment from the veports of the correspon- 
dents was able to report a condition that 
promised a large yield. Owing to the drough, 
especially in the principal corn section of the 
state, the condition has fallen off over ten 
points and the outlook is unfavorable. The 
crop on the alluvial lands has not suffered so 
greatly, but the usual product of the upland 
has been greatly reduced. In the more 
southern parts of the state the crop is ma- 
tured, but in the northern portion the recent 
rains will prove very beneficial. 

‘Inquiry as to the profits of the melon crop 
compared with last year has not been met 
with encouraging answers. The growing of 
fruit for market merits close study from every 
farmer, and the causes of failure should be 
investigated. It may not be either the quan- 
tity or quality of the product, but in the 
methods of marketing and the expenses of. 
transportation. 

“Rice, with sugarcane and sweet potatoes, 
as seep from the tabulated statement, presents 
a more favorable condition than the two great 
staple crops. As these crops occupy a larger 
place in our agrieulture than is generally ac- 
ceded to them it is a source of gratification 
to report that the yield will be nearly if not 
quite an average. 

Hog and Hominy Reign Supreme.
